It is a job currently described 
as a graveyard, yet those who 
have held it have proved other- 
wise. Leon Henderson, Chester 
Bowles, Paul Porter, Mike Di- 
Salle — each has left it with 
greater stature than when they 
went in. And a larger measure of 
success has been poured into 
their lives. 

hatever one may say of Ellis 
Arnall he was not, in the im- 
mortal words of the comic strip 
character Snuffy Smith, “a’hint 
the door when the brains were 
passed out.” 

Arnall attained national stat- 
ure when he became governor 
of Georgia and was able to bring 
about spectacular reforms in the 
fields of education, prison pro- 
cedures, and election laws (abol- 
ishment of the poll tax), which 
had been so long overdue that 
achieving them focused national 
attention on him. 

He was for three years per- 
haps the most popular and re- 
spected governor the state ever 
had and had attained a merited 
reputation which made him one 
of the better-known young po- 
litical figures on the national 
scene. Educated, cultured, able 
and persuasive, he was riding 
the crest, , 


V oices 


A man wise in life and politics, 
in evaluating that Arnall, sums 
it up tersely; 

“Arnall was all right until he 
began to hear voices.” ~ 

That is an accurate estimate. 
He did begin to hear voices. He 
had done a good job—one of the 
best ever done for the state in 
that he had no foundation of 
reform or social progress on 
which to build—as has been true 
sinc, his time. 

He was twice persuaded to try 
to amend his newly (and care- 
lessly) created constitution to en- 
able him again to be a candidate 
for a second four-year term. 
There isn’t much doubt but that 
he did break his pledged word to 
other political leaders whose own 
ambitions were curdled, thwarted 
and distorted by Arnall’s ambi- 
tious gesture for a second term. 
They made common cause to de- 
feat him and it was this which 
smashed in Georgia the long-ex- 
isting line-up of anti-Talmadge 
forces. Young Herman Talmadge, 
early sensing this fact, and quick- 
ly moving to take advantage of 
it, has shrewdly built a political 
position much stronger than his 
father’s against whom the old co- 
alition, broken by men angry with 
Arnall, was so often successfully 
directed. The former anti-Tal- 
madge men who joined his father, 
are now captive to him, a fact 
which seems at times to pain 
them, but there is no escape. 

Arnall’s star, however, was yet 
in the ascendency. The death of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt was what 
put it in eclipse. He then set out 
on his own as lecturer and author. 
He made a success of both, setting 
no woods on fire, but doing well 
and making everywhere a good 
impression. But, he was out of 
the national political picture, 
largely because Roosevelt had 

ersuaded him to support Henry 

allace for the vice-presidential 
nomination—a position which 
Roosevelt himself later abandon- 
ed at the insistence of his lieu- 
tenants in the key states who de- 
manded someone, almost anyone, 
else and eventually determined 
on Sen. Harry S. Truman. This 
Arnall act did not sit too well 
with Harry S. Truman, though 
later on he was to forgive it. 


Decline 

In Georgia Arnall’s political 
star dipped below the horizon. 
It is yet there. He has no per- 
sonal organization, but.he does 
have a-following which is recog- 
nized, and feared, even by those 
who scorn him most. 

His acceptance of the OPS job, 
after a flat rejection, is surpris- 
ing. Recalling that he was not 
indeed “a’hint the door when the 
brains were passed out,” it must 
be assumed there is more to this 
man than meets the eye. 

Not being privy to his thoughts 
and information, one can only 
assume: 

i—Harry S. Truman still has 
an idea of running if Robert Taft 
is nominated. (And the Eisen- 
hower boom is not coming up 
like thunder, as it was assumed 
it would.) 

2—If Howard McGrath leaves 
the cabinet there would be a va- 
cancy for a fellow who had made 
a good, hard try at OPS admin- 
istration. And McGrath must 
soon remove himself. 

At any rate, Ellis Arnall, suc-

TEHRAN, Iran, Feb. 10—(P—

Dulles Asks 
Formosa Rid 
Of U.S. Fleet 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10—(7— 
Far Eastern expert John: Foster 
Dulles said Sunday the presence 
of the Seventh U. S. fleet between 
Chiang Kai-shek’s Nationalist 
stronghold of Formosa and the 
Communist-held mainland is “ab- 
normal.” 

' “It jg not normal for us to dedi- 
cate U. S. forces to restrain our 
friendly allies,” Dulles added. . 

He made the statements in an- 
swering the question, “Would you 
take the wraps off Chiang’s troops 
{n Formosa?” 

Dulles, principal architect of the 
Japanese peace treaty, said the 
U. S. Seventh Fleet was dispatched 
to the waters between Formosa and 
the Communist mainland in June, 
1950, just after the Communist 
{nvasion of South Korea. 


TEMPORARY LANDING 


This, he said, was a “temporary 
emergency action,” and the pres- 
ence of the fleet there now is 
“somewhat abnormal.” 

“Tl would think it would be in 
order to consider at least getting 
back to a more normal relation- 
ship,” he added. “Normally we 
don’t use our fleet to protect the 
Communist areas. We let them 
pay for that themselves.” 

He continued: 

“It is normal for us to have 
eur armed forces available to 
help our friends if they are at- 
tacked. I think we could well 
consider going to what I would 
eall a more normal situation.” 

After saying it iss not normal 
for U. S. forces to restrain their 
Allies, Dulles said: “We believe 
that they (the Allies) will work 
in co-operation with us and not 
do reckless things which would 
get us in trouble.”

But he added that such areas 
“grow smaller and smaller as time 
goes on.” He did not say what he 
meant by “not too long from now” 
in predicting an “over-all end to 
controls.

DiSalle named Edward F. 
Phelps. Jr., assistant OPS director 
for price operations, as chairman 
of the new decontrol committee. 
Its other six members are offi- 
cials of the Office of Price Stabili- 
zation. 


TO BEGIN IMMEDIATELY 

DiSalle said it will begin “im- 
mediately” to study the question 
of suspending or ending ceilings 
on products now selling below 
eeilings. 

DiSalle said one of the ques- 
tions to be considered in any 
price decontrol move is whether 
wages of workers in those indus- 
tries also should be free from 
government regulation. 

He cautioned that appointment 
of the committee “should not be 
taken to mean that we are pre- 
paring to recommend decontrol of 
any important segment of the 
economy.” 


TEXTILES ON LIST 

DiSalle, who is quitting Feb. 15 
to run for the Democratic U. S. 
Senate nomination in- Ohio, has 
said publicly that clothing, shoes 
and textiles are among the top 
items to be considered for de- 
control action. Price officials have 
predicted elimination of ceilings 
on those products sometime next 
summer unless their prices rise 
sharply before then.

If ever selfish interest triumphed over 
public weal, it was Friday when the Georgia 
Senate’s state of the republic committee re- 
ferred the three-day waiting period bill to a 
subcommittee for “further study.”

15.000 Sacrifices 


In Freedom’s Cause 


From the House investigating committee 
look into the Katyn Forest massacre of thou- 
sands of Polish officers comes a lesson for 
all free peoples. Enough evidence has now 
been presented that we may reasonably as- 
sume that the slaughter was actually carried 
out by the Russians on orders from the Krem- | 
lin, the most viciously planned and ruthless 
mass murder in modern history. 

Arthur Bliss Lane, former United States 
ambassador to Poland, has corroborated the 
stories of the atrocities in which at least 15,- 
000 Poles were exterminated. 

The incident followed the Russian in- 
vasion of Poland in 1939, when the Poles 
were attempting to defend themselves agajnst 
the Nazi onslaught. Two hundred and fifty 
thousand Poles were rounded up and herded 
to Russian prison camps. The Reds attempted 
to make traitors of the Polish officers. Un- 
successful, the Kremlin ordered the liqui- 
dation. 

The prisoners of war were bound, shot 
through the back of the head, and buried six 
or seven deep in mass graves. At first the 
Germans were blamed with the massacre, as 
the Russians intended. However, proof was 
obtained that the murders were committed 
in 1940 while the Russians still held the 
territory. 

The story follows the pattern of Commu- 
nist atrocities and brutality. The human 
being is no more than an ant in their scheme 
of things. He is a being without soul, with- 
out principle, without honor or feeling. He 
is an ant regimented from a Kremlin throne, 
who does the master’s bidding or bites the 
dust. Mass murder is an instrument of policy. 

This report on the Katyn massacre was 
delayed far too long. The American people 
and the world should have been let in on the 
facts long before this. The evidence was in 
Washington, the reports say, but in the face 
of a congressional inquiry was conveniently 
lost. Russian attempts to blame it on the 
Germans have collapsed. 

These 15,000 Poles who refused to do the 
bidding of the Communist masters were 
human sacrifices to freedom, along with the 
millions of other innocent people who have 
been brutally slaughtered in Russia, China, 
Eastern Europe and elsewhere on orders from 
Moscow.

Even Emory Has 
Budget Troubles 


Emory University is listed as one of the 
25 richest colleges in the country in a com- 
pilation by the U. S. Office of Education. The 
report, published by Pathfinder magazine, 
says the Atlanta school jumped from 25th to 
20th place by virtue of a gift of. $7,000,000 
from the Rockefeller General Education 
Board recently. 

This might give the impression that the 
university is rolling in money. Such is not 
the case, according to an article in The Emory 
Alumnus; in fact, just the opposite. 

“The various divisions ef the university,”

the article says, “received repeated injunc- 
tions in 1951 to pare expenses where pos- 
sible and to submit lower budgets for 195l- 
52 than those for 1950-51. A good many 
projects and activities which had been under 
way for years had to be abandoned for lack 
of funds.” 

The reasons were a drop in enrollment 
figures, reflected in lower income from stu- 
dent fees and tuition, and inflation. In other 
words, costs of administration of the univer- 
sity have risen faster than income and the 
difference has to be made up through increas- 
ing fees and paring expenses. Tuition charges 
in medicine, for instance, were increased from 
$600 to $800 a year; in dentistry, from $525 
tc $700 a year; and in other divisions from 
$150 to $175 per quarter. — 

Emory was thus able to end the year in 
the black. 

In keeping with the national trend, 
Emory’s enroliment dropped from 3,862 in 
1949 to 3,442 in 1950 and 3,097 in 1951. The 
percentage loss was about 10 per cent each 
year. The drop was caused principally by the 
withdrawal and graduation of GI students 
and the low birthrate of the 30s, general 
throughout the state and nation. 

Because of these factors the per student 
cost to the institution has increased in pro- 
portion. Income from invested funds provided 
32.07 per cent of the total income which kept 
the school in operation, while tuition and 
fees accounted for 31.11 per cent, the alum- 
nus article points out. Other income came 
from miscellaneous sources, including grants. 

Emory recently received a grant of 
$7,000,000 from the Rockefeller-supported 
General Education Board to be used as en- 
dowment in support of graduate work. The 
gift, however, will not come in a lump sum: 
its payment is contingent on the university’s 
success in raising other funds. 

The Emory case has a broad significance. 
Emory, one of the more richly endowed 
among. the nation’s colleges, stays within its 
budget these days only by careful cutting of 
costs and curtailment of program. If a school 
so well buttressed financially is having trou- 
ble weathering the storm, one can easily im- 
agine the plight of colleges less fortunate.

WASHINGTON—Something somewhat out of 

order is going on within the Democratic Party or- 

) ganization whieh is the antithesis of Democratic. 

This is the way Chairman Frank E., McKinney of the national com- 

mittee is arrogating to himself authority to speak and act on be- 

half .of the party rank and file, and to exert all the power of the 

national organization for purposes Which the rank and file—for 

which the committee is presumably the agents—have not certified, 
and which many of them certainly would not approve. 


He has installed himself as 
head of a junto, instead of op- 
erating as chairman of a com- 
mittee ostensibly representative 
of the party. He _ is, in short, 
seeking himself to determine the 
course of the party’s convention 
in July, which is hardly his 
function. 

How much further he intends 
to go in wielding his arbitrary 
power we must wait and see. Al- 
ready he is using it brazenly to 
quash the candidacy of one par- 
ticular Democrat who has a 
right, along with others, to ex- 
pect a fair shake from the party 
he has served well and faith- 
fully. 


This is, of course, Senator 
Estes Kefauver, whom Chair- 
man McKinney is trying to 
isolate and quarantine as if he 
had smallpox instead of a 
quite normal case—at_ this 
season—of itch for the presi- 
dency. 


In this boxing-in maneuver, 
which hitherto had been con-

If this means 
disposing of the property which 
I am buying in Georgia and on 
which I pay taxes, then I shall 
not deem that too great a price 
to pay for the free expression of 
a voter’s choice. I certainly want 
no part of a state which denies 
its voters the privilege of the 
free ballot. I recall that Georgia 
was once denied a vote in the 
election of national officers; now 
Georgians choose to deny them- 
selves that vote, through their 
own elected officers.

I have this information 
straight from Hammond Chaf- 
fetz, counsel for the Association 
of Juke Box manufacturers. 
These gentlemen are in a jam 
with a boogie-woogie beat; 
they’ve got. more important 
things to worry about than the 
price of silence. Namely: the 
cost of melody. 

Seems that under the law as 
written in 1909, when the only 
juke boxes played in penny ar- 
cades for one man at a time 
with earphones, a juke-box pro- 
prietor can buy a phonograph 
record and play it until either 
his customers run out of nickels, 
or he runs out of nerves. 


The ladies and gents who 
compose the music claim that 
this is cheating. It’s their 
music, even if it is embalmed 
in wax, and they want a share 
of every nickel dropped in. 
They also want Congress to 
pass a law. 


Rep. Joseph R. Bryson (Dem.,

bill which would pay to the 
writers one cent a week for 
every tune installed in the rack 
of the mighty box with the red 
lights and the ear-shattering 
loudspeaker. This could run 
into a good many millions. The 
juke-box fellows claim it would 
ruin ’em. The composers retort 
that without their music, there’d 
be no juke boxes. This argu- 
ment has been going on inter- 
mittently now since last October 
before the House judiciary sub- 
committee.

DEBUSSY’S QUARTET IN G MINOR and RAVEL’S QUARTET

Perhaps the best-known quartets in French musical literature, 
these two works are ably done by the Stuyvesant group, which 
has not been publicized like several other quartets but nonethe- 
less is composed of highly skilled artists. What makes this a really 
outstanding record is that here is presented for the first time these 
two masterpieces on the same LP. Each quartet has been recorded 
separately on both 10-inch and 12-inch discs. Now they are to- 
gether. Thus this LP offers these two “musts” for a chamber music 
library at the cheapest possible price with no sacrifice in quality. 
The sound of the music is exceptionally good—the recording was 
made in a Bronxville, N. Y., church—and the surfaces are quiet. 
BEETHOVEN’S SONATA NO. 2 IN A (Op. 2, No. 2) and BEETHO- 
VEN’S SONATA NO. 32 IN C MINOR, played by Kurt Appel- 
baum. (Westminster. ) 

This is certainly one of the top 10 recordings in LP history. 
The 32d is one of Beethoven’s greatest sonatas; the master himself 
is supposed to have preferred the Appassionata, while others acclaim 
the Hammerclavier. But, in any event, after composing the 32d, 
Beethoven was done with piano sonatas because he said he had 
exhausted the possibilities of the instrument. The 32d is a thing of 
overwhelming beauty and Appelbaum has the understanding and 
the technique to make it come off brilliantly. Giving Beethoven 
and Appelbaum their due, what lifts up this recording to a truly 
great one is the tremendous job by Westminster engineers. The 
piano has always been a big problem for the technicians. Here it 
has been mastered. The tone is pure. The pitch remains true. There 
is no wavering. The loud bars are free of distortion. This record 


should be in all LP collections.

Few people in history left such an impact on music as did 
Christoph Willibad Gluck. Since the innovations by Gluck almost 
two centuries ago, opera has remained basically unchanged. Not 
only a reformer of opera, Gluck was also one of the first great 
masters of orchestration. .The Overture to “Iphigenia in Aulis” is 
a perfect example of the nobility, the grandeur, and the classically 
restrained pathos of Gluck’s style. It is well executed by Aben- 
droth and the Berlin Philharmonic. “Alceste” is a distinguished 
work and it, too, is competently performed by the Prague Orchestra 
under Keilberth. (Incidentally, Urania at one time was planning to 
do “Orpheus and Euridice.”) Though George Bernard Shaw was 

a great admirer of Ludwig Spohr, we are unable to share his en- 
imsiners. However, these two overtures have much more vitality 
and interest than an earlier release of Spohr’s work.

Truck and carlot shipments to 
the Atlanta market and ware- 
houses are checked daily, the re- 
port including about 95 per cent 
of receipts in the city, it is pointed 
out. No record was kept of de- 
liveries direct to grocery stores 
and retail markets. 


Irish potatoes led all products in 
volume with 3,726 cars; bananas 
second, 2,349 cars; water melons 
third, 2,157 cars. Florida sent 
5,620 carlots, 20 more than Geor- 
gia, topping all states in feeding 
Atlanta and area.

arles A. Sheldon Jr., 65, 

prom minent organist with the First 
sbyterian Church and Atlanta 
municipal organist for more than 
30 years, died Sunday afternoon 
in a hospital here. His residence 
was at 956 Blue Ridge Ave., N. E. 


Dr. Sheldon was widely known 
for his technique in organ design- 
ing and his many compositions of 
hymns for the organ. He was also 
choir director at the First Pres- 
byterian Church and was organist 
for the Peachtree Jewish Temple. 

A lifelong resident of Atlanta, 
Dr. Sheldon was graduated from 
the Klintworth Conservatory of 
Music. His great-grandfather was 
the late John S. Wilson, uncle of 
former President Wilson. Mr. Wil- 
son organized the First Presby- 
terian Church here and was 
preacher and organist until his 
death, 


BUILT ORGANS 


Dr. Sheldon designed and built 
more than 65 organs in various 
parts of the country. He had 
also given many concert recitals 
throughout the United States. His 
organ playing was the first music 
to be played from Radio Sta- 
tion WSB. 


The religious influence in his 
life inspired him to compose sev- 
eral hundred hymns and anthems 
for the organ and church services. 
Several of his more famous compo- 
sitions were “Laudate Dominum,” 
“Christmas Story” and “Crossing 
the Bar.” 


Dr. Sheldon’s wife is the former 
Miss Ruby Brooks of Atlanta. One 
of his sons, Capt. Brooks Sheldon, 
was killed in action in Italy 
in 1944, 


DOCTOR OF MUSIC 


Dr. Sheldon was past dean of 
the Georgia Chapter of American 
Guild of Organists. The degree of 
doctor of music was conferred 
upon him by Oglethorpe Univer- 
sity. He was a member of the First 
Presbyterian Church, the mee 
Club and the Masons.

Tobin revealed that a tentative 
manpower goal of 68,400,000 per- 
sons—including 3,700,000 im the 
armed forces—has been set for 
the end of 1953. 


He also disclosed for the first 
time that some 5,400,000 civilian 
workers currently are engaged in 
defense production and defense- 
related industries and said the 
number is expected to climb to 
8,100,600 by the end of 1953. 


The figures include an estimate 
of farm workers growing food and 
fibers for the armed forces, tex- 
tile workers engaged in making 
military uniforms and other 
laborers contributing directly or 
indirectly to the military buildup.

Become an Obsession 


Scores of medical names or 
nouns have its ending. This 


suffix means _ inflammation. 
Tonsollitis, gastritis, colitis, 
appendicitis, neuritis, sinusitis, 
endocarditis, conjunctivitis, 
otitis, dermatitis, gingivitis, ar- 
thritis and bronchitis are famil- 
iar examples, meaning, respec- 
tively, inflammation of tonsils, 
stomach, colon, appendix, nerve, 
sinus, heart lining, eyelid lining, 
ear cavity, skin, gum, joint and 
bronchial tubes. 


Even though some of these 
medical words are now in gen- 
eral use it is regrettable that 
they have become popular par- 
lance, for too often the victim 
assumes that once one of these 
labels is attached to his ail- 
ment, it remains only to seek a 
diet, medicine or other cure. 


Take real or supposititious 
inflammation of the large intes- 
tine (colitis), for instance. 
Thousands of Yankee Wise- 
acres, who suffer (in mind) 
from so-called “mucous colitis” 
have no inflammation at all. 
They have only a derangement 
of the bowel function which is 
caused and protracted by mor- 
bid monkeying with diet, and 
by unnatural interference with 
the bowel function. The poor 
geeks who keep their mind al- 
ways on their bowel might see 
the light if they could be per- 
suaded to study physiology— 
as in authoritative textbooks 
such as Howell’s or Starling’s, 
available in any library, instead 
of reading quack doctor bait. 
The first thing one with the 
“mucous colitis” obsession must 
get out of his head is the no- 
tion that he knows as much 
about such things as an ordi- 
nary doctor does. 


As such a doctor I included 
in the Little Lessons series the 
booklet, “The Constipation 
Habit and Colon Hygiene.” For 
a copy send 25 cents and 
stamped, self-addressed enve- 
lope.

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Couldn’t Happen Here?—It Did! 


Have you ever wondered what life in Georgia would be like 
under a dictator? Well, Georgia had a dictator once and here’s 
what happened. Under General Oglethorpe a board of three 
bailiffs, appointed by the Trustees, ruled the people by regulation 
rather than by the King’s law. After the general departed for 


England in 1734, Bailiff Thomas Causton, 18th Century prototype 
of Joe Stalin, stepped into absolute control. A haughty, greedy, 
cruel man, he quickly established an iron-clad dictatorship over 
the already miserable inhabitants. Since he was master of the 
Trustees’ stores, those who dared oppose him were doomed to a 
slow death by being cut off from obtaining food, clothing -and 
other necessities of life. They could not work or sell their services 
or products without his approval. The other bailiffs were inter- 
esting characters; one could neither read nor write and the third 
was a babbling lunatic! At one time kindhearted, prosperous 
South Carolinians raised almost $100,000 to aid the Georgians in 
their pitiable financial condition. Causton seized the money and, 
as historian McCall says, “dissipated it.” When this autocrat held 
“court,” he was surrounded by guards with fixed bayonets who 
dared anyone including the jury to question his instructed ver- 
dicts. The Trustees “looked the-other way” while all of this went 
on, but when they suspected his actions were hurting their pocket- 
books, he was called to England for an accounting. He died sude- - 
denly during the voyage, so Georgia’s reign of terror and Amer- 
ica’s first and only real dictatorship came to an end.
